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Eastern Building Operations Gain 


More favorable than was to be expected were the building 
returns for January. Important gains were made in Albany, 
Boston, New York, Springfield, Syracuse and St. Louis. The 
large falling off in San Francisco, Calif. was unimportant, the 
large operations there last year were unusual. In 23 cities in 
the Eastern States there was a gain of 12%. ‘This is an im- 
portant increase and the fact that it began in the East is 
taken to mean that a gradual improvement through the coun- 
try may soon be expected; recession in business is usually 
first felt on the Atlantic seaboard and the first improvement in 
trade is likewise shown there. The falling off in 14 Southern 
cities was far less than expected.
